Berlin, March 21—The corespondent

The World's Timber.

From this we raay conclude that at pres- 
ent the supply of wood on the world 
market covers the demand. 
The ques- 


tion is, "How leag will the exporting 
countries be able to furnish, this amount 
of timber?" 


The price of timber is constantly ris- 


j ins, but in forestry this advance in value, 


in contradistinction to other industries, 
does not» lead to the increase of produc- 
tion; but, on the contrary, to more rapid 
destruction. The forests already in ex- 
istence become depleted, the old stands 
are replaced by young ones, and often 
the cut areas are abandoned altogether. 


Taking in consideration the gradual de- 


crease of th£ forests and the growth of 
population, M. Melard comes to the con- 
clusion that the equilibrium between the 
demand and supply of timber in the 
world market, supported at present main- 
ly by Russia and Canada, will not last 
more than 50 years, after which there 
will come a scarcity and as a consequence 
higher prices.—Forester.

chef. 


At this timp of the year iamb, veal 


and chicken is begiaaing to take the 
place of beef, pork and heavier meats. 
Do you know what to buy for a roast- 
ing piece of lamb or veal or are you 
sure just vhji jou should get far a 
stew? Let ns-'Aiscuss th* questions. 


The best roast of real or lanb is the 


loin. You oaa gpt it if you ask for it 
and it is always desirable. 
If you do 


not especially request that cut you 
quite Iwcely 
will receive an 
i»ferior 


piece of meat. It is always best to get 
a cut from n good siied lamb while 
»mal! veal is to be preferred. The dealer 
who tempts you with mammoth veal is 
not your friend because the meat is not 
so desirable after the calf has eaten 
eolid food. 


In roasting, the lamb being fat (and 


no other should be accepted) should be 
placed in the bakiag pan with the ribs 
down while tke veal being lean, should 
be placed the ribs up. -The reason for 
this will readily occur to you as it 
serves to keep the roast from drying 
up when cooking, being kept moist by 
the bastings ia the pan. I have found 
the 
* covered 
baker 
particularly 
de- 


sirable for these meats, although it is 
sometimes well to leave off the cover at 
first until the roast has browned. 


No matter what baker you use, these 


roasts should h» rubbed well with pep- 
per, 
salt and flour and the bottom of 


the pan dusted with flour and well 
browned before aay basting fluid is 
added or any basting done. 


The reason for the last suggestion is 


this: You will want a good brown gravy 
and by browning the flour you may. ob- 
tain it wifhotlt the use of caramel or 
other coloring substance. 


One other suggestion about the gravy 


or sauce, as it is called "by professional 
cooks. The pan gravy is often the test 
of a cook's efficiency. 
It is the gravy 


most often used in the family and yet 
quite jfeaerally far from wliat it should 
be. The trouble is that ihe gravy is 
not properly made. A pan gravy made 
with thickening is a very poor and de- 
cidedly a crude substitute for the true 
pan gravy. The piteper and justly pop- 
ular pan gravy can b* made in but one 
way. Pour from the baking pan all but 
a few tabiespeemfnls «f the fat from 
the roast, pttt the can on the top of the 
stove, bFefed in four aad stir until it is 
a rich brown and tnea add good stock 
or water to SIYC it- the proper consis- 
tency and sgattftinc; to taste. 


One word furfHeB,r and., that regarding 


chicken, wafcjng. I raeaa spring chicken 
aad not fo4«s in what follows. Always 
remember tins point, that chicken to be 
tender must be so newly killed as to be 
still warm with animal hea( or so long 
killed as to have l«st its rigidity, say 
two or three day* ia the refrigerator. 
Given either of tkese conditions and yon 
may cook as fellows aad have a nice 
tender chicken. Cu^ tip for Jrying, roll 
ia flour, well seaweed witn salt aad 
pepper, and fry a rich brown in good 
sweet fat. 'When well browned remove 
the chicken, peur of nearly all the fat, 
blend in some flour and slightly brown; 
add some {cdod rich milk with salt and 
pepper, put back the chicken into the 
gravy, cover the pan closely and put in 
a moderate oven to simmer until the 
chicken is, tender—about 45 minutes, 
generally.

CBBAM OF CHESTNUT SOUP. 
Remove the shells from the chestnuts 


and cover with boiliag water to remove 
the skins. Cook a quart of the meats in 
sufficient water to cover with one small 
onion," three stalks of celery, a small 
blade of mace aad one bay leaf. When 
tender, mash through a sieve and re- 
turn to the fire with two quarts of 
white stock, a teaspeonful of salt, half 
a teaspooaful of pepper and one pint of 
hot milk. When the soup boils dr-aw 
to the' back of the stove and add two 
raw egg yolks beaten thoroughly with 
half a cup of cream. Put a tablespeon- 
ful of very finely chopped chervil in the 
tureen, pour in the hot soup and serve. 


GERMAN POTATO SALAD. 


Prepare in a deep bowl a dressing of 


half a pint of vinegar, two tablespoon- 
fuls of olive oil, a saltspoonful of salt, 
a dash of pepper, and a large onion 
sliced thinly.

Garnish with hard-boiled I 


eggs and parsley. The hot potatoes ab- 
sorb the dressing, and, being sliced 
thickly, they are not so apt to break in 
being mixed through the dressing. 


CHEESE RELISH. 


One-fourth of a pound of fresh cheese | 


cut into thiu slices; put in a frying pan | 
and pour over it a large cupful of sweet 
milk; add a quarter of a teaspoon of dry 
mustard, pinch of salt, pepper and a 
little butter; stir the mixture all the 
time. Roll three crackers very fine, an.l 
sprinkle ia gradually; then turn at onc« 
into a warm dish. Serve immediately. 


COCOANUT JUMBLES. 


Cream half a cup of butter and add 


gradually a cup of sugar, one table- 
spoonful of milk, two well-beaten eggs, 
one cup of cocoanut and two cups 
of flour sifted with two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder. Whea well mixed add 
more flour, if necessary, to make a 
dough that may be rolled out thin.

A HAM. 


After 
bavin; 
soaked, 
thoroughly 


cleaned, and trinom«i the ham, put over 
it a little r«ry ele«« hay, and tie it up 
ia a thia cUth; ylace it in ham kettle, 
a braisiai fti, or say other vessel as 
nearly of its siz* as can ba, and cover 
it with two farts of cold water, and 
one of light white wine (we think the 
reader will ftrhaps find cider a good 
substitute for ta*s); add, when it boils 
and has beta akitumed, four or five car- 
rota, 2 er S eaions, a large bunch of sa- 
vory herbs, aad the smallest bit of gar- 
lic. Let the whole simmer gently from 
4 to 6 hours, or loafer should the ham 
be lari;«r. When perfectly tender, lift 
it out, take off the rind, and sprinkle 
over it some fiae crumbs, or some rasp- 
ings of bread mixed with a little finely 
minced parsley. 


TO STET\P*A SHOULDER OF MUT- 


TON. 


Bone a shoulder of mutton with a 


sharp knife, aad nil the space with the 
following stuffing: grated bread, mineed 
suet, parsley, pepper, salt, and nutmeg, 
bind them with the yolks of 2 eggs well 
beaten. 
Sew or fasten it with small 


skewers; brown it in a frying-pan with 
a bit of butter. Break the bone, put it 
into a sauce-pan, with some water, an 
onion, pepper, salt, and a bunch of 
parsley; let it stew till the strength bs 
extracted, etrain, and thicken it with 
butter rolled in flour; put it, with the 
mutton and a little lemon-juice, into the 
sauce-pan; cover it closely, and let it 
stew gently for 2 hours. Before serv- 
ing, add two table«ipoonfuls of mush- 
room catsup. Garnish with pickles. 


SWEETBREAD CUTLETS. 


Boil the sWettbread for half an h.our 


ia water, ofr real broth, aad when tney 
are perfectly eeld, cat them into slices 
of equal thickness, brush them with 
yolks -of ess*, and dip them into fine 
bread cruvbs, seasoned with salt, cay- 
enne, grated lemon-rind, and mace; fry 
them in a butt*r of a fine light brown, 
arrange them in a dish, placing them 
light in the centre, and pour under them 
a gravy Made in the pan, thickened 
with mushroem powder, and flavored 
with lemen-juice. 


TO BAKE A SHAD. 


Empty and wash the fish with care, 


but do not open it more than is neces- 
sary, and keep on the head and fins. 
Then stug it wrth. forcemeat. 
Stsw it 


ap, or fasten it with fine skewers, and 
rab the fish over with the yolk of egg 
and a little ef the stuffing. 
Put into 


the pan in which the fish is to be baked, 
about a gill of wine, or the same quan- 
tity of water mixed with a tablespoon 
of cayenne vinegar, or common vinegar 
will do. 
Bal$e in a moderate oven 


one and a half or two hours, or accord- 
ing to its size. 


TO STEW OX CHEEK. 


Clean the head, as before directed, 


and parboil it; take out the bone; stew 
It in part of the liquor in which it was 
boiled, thickened with a piece of butter 
mixed with flour, and browned. Cut into 
dice, or aay fancy shape, carrots, and 
turnips, as much, when cut, as will fill 
a pint basin. Mince 2 or 3 onions, add 
the vegetables, and season with salt 
end pepper. Cover the pan closely, and 
stew it 2 hours. A little before serving, 
add a little lemon juke. 


SEED CAKES. 
Beat 1 Ib. of butter to a cream, add- 


ing, .gradually, quarter of pound of 
sifted 
sugar, beating both together. 


Have "ready the yelks of 18 eggs, and 
the whites of 10, beaten 
separately; 


mix in the whites first and then the 
yolks, and beat the whole for 10 min- 
utes; add 2 grated nutmegs, one and a 
half Ibs. of flour, and mix them very 
gradually with the other ingredients. 
When the oven is ready, beat in 3 ozs. 
of picked carraway-seeds. 


CARRAWAY CAKES. 


Rub half a p««ad Of butter into 1 Ib. 


of flour, and mix with it half a pound 
of sifted loaf sugar, and half a teacup- 
ful of carraway-seeds; make them into 
a stiS paste with a little cold water, 
roll it out 2 or 3 times, cut it into round 
cakes, prick them npen loured tins in a 
slow oven. Currants may be used in- 
stead of carraway-seeds, if preferred. 


SAUCE PIQUAKTE FOR BOILED 
BKEF. 


Brown in a pan a little flour, add to 


it half a piat of the soup from the beef, 
1 carrot, 2 oniens, and 1 clove of garlic 
chopped fine. Let it stew for about 15 
minutes. Thea add a pickled cucumber 
chopped fine, and a tablesyoonful of 
vinegar. Let the whole stew for a few 
.minutes, and pour it over the beef 
when served. 


DRY BREAD CAKES. 


Soak in warm water until perfectly 


soft, "mash fiue with a spoon, add four 
er five eggs, pepper and salt, beat al! 
thwonfSlv together. It must bp stiff 
enough to drop fr»m the spoon and form 
a round cake; if too stiff, add a little 
water. 
Fry in plenty of hot lard or 


butter. 


TO BOIL OX CHEEK. 


Wash very clean, half <t head; let It 


lie in cold water all night; break the 
bone ia tw», taking care not to break 
the flesh. Put it in the pot of boiling 
water, and I«t it boil from 2 to 3 hoars; 
take out the bone. Serve it with boiled 
carrots a*^ •-mips.

Neighborhood reminiscences of the 


late Benjamin Harrison's boyhood at 
North Bend, O., show him to havo 
been much the same as other boys un- 
der like conditions. He engaged in the 
amusements of country boys 
and 


tramped miles to the district school, at 
•which period he Is recalled as a white 
Laired youngster of rather more than 
average intelligence. Each Sunday he 
regalarly attended, with his parents, 
church at Cleves, four miles distant 
from his come. 
At times, with his 


brother Carter, he went in the family 
skiff to Lawrenceburg with the family 
grist. 


A wiseacre of this latter place says 


that on one of these excursions he dis- 
covered some particular promise in lit- 
tle Ben and, patting him on the head, 
made the remark that he "would some 
day be president." 
Before he was 15 


years old General Harrison went to 
echool at College Hill, Cory's academy, 
or Belmont college, as it is now called, 
where he was a classmate of Miirat 
Halstead. 
Subsequently be went to 


Oxford college, Ohio, graduated and 
immediately took up the study of law 
in Cincinnati, and in a short time he 
went to Indianapolis, where he has 
since resided. 


Some of the best stories of the late 


ex-president, however, are to be found 
In the biography written of him by 
General Lew Wallace and published 
some years ago. After devoting the 
first chapter to Harrison's illustrious 
ancestry General Wallace describes hia 
hero first as a child, boy and student 
and then as a lawyer, soldier and 
statesman. 
Take this as a specimen 


extract, giving a glimpse of Harrison's 
boyhood, with a rugged environment of 
frontier life and days of drudgery In a 
leg schoolhause: 


"In. seasons .when the crops were be- 


ing planted and harvested he was, as 
a farmer's boy, given employment 
suitable to his years. He fed the cattle; 
he did the milking, though he has since 
confessed that at this latter labor he 
was never a success. It should not be 
supposed that the attendance at school 
and work upon the farm were unmixed 
with pastime. The rivers flowing close 
by were well stocked In that day with 
fish, there were squirrels In the woods, 
in their season ducks were plenteous, 
and in the pursuit of snch game young 
Harrison became an expert shot, par- 
ticularly with the rifle. Very frequent- 
ly he assisted the negro who served the 
household In the capacity of cook, car- 
ried wood and water for him and help- 
ed him wash, the dishes that be might 
the better secure his company in a bout 
at fishing or hunting." 


In one or two places the biographer 


draws aside the curtain and gives us a 
glance at the inn»r sanctuary of young 
Harrison's home life, made beautiful 
by the character of the mother, whose 
presence hallowed it: 


"His mother wa» a most Christian 


woman, of remarkable sweetness of 
temper, and her spirit pervaded the 
house. The diniug room, which was 
the common sitting room, was large 
and commodious/'wlth the usual wide 
open fireplace. In evenings, especially 
of the winter, the family assembled in 
It around a central table. The flames 
in the fireplace burned brightly, dis- 
pensing light in aid of the tallow dips 
on the table, beside which were the 
old fashioned brazen snuffers ready In 
the polished tray for Instant use. The 
dips mentioned were not the store ar- 
ticle, but homemade. In fact, young 
Harrison helped make them and be- 
came an expert in the business." 


It 5s not an imposing personage to 


whom General Wallace introduces us 
In his description of Harrison's "make | less familiar. 


remarked that rn?n were interested iu 
their own business more than in the 
safety of the nation. I said right 
there: 'Governor, If I can be of serv- 
ice to my country I ani ready to go.' 
He said: 'You can; you cajk raise a 
regiment in this district.' lie went ou 
to say: 'You have a goal office and 
it would be too much to aek jou to 
give it up; bui you get up the regiment 
and we can iiud some one else to tmke 
It to the field.' 


"I said: 'No, if I make a recruiting 


speech and ask any man to enlist I pro- 
pose to go with h!m and stay as long 
as he does, if I live so long.' 'Well,' 
said tha governor, 'you can command 
the regiment.' I said: 'I don't know 
that I shall want to. I have no mili- 
tary experience; we can see about 
that.'" 


His regiment belonged to the Army 


of the Cumberland In Tennessee and 
Kentucky. 
It was attached to the 


Twentieth Army corps, General Joe 
Hooker's command, during the Atlanta 
campaign, and General Harrison took 
the place of Genera! Butterfleld as bii- 
gade commander. In the reports of his 
superiors he was commended for cour- 
age and skill at the battles of Eesaca 
and Peach Tree Creek. 


As General Hooker rode the lines on 


the day after Peach Tree Creek he 
shook his hand and said, "Harrison, by 


, I'll make you a brigadier general 


for this fight." 


Hooker soon after wrote a highly 


complimentary letter to the secretary 
of war. While on temporary leave of 
absence to visit his family General 
Harrison was cut off from his return 
to Atlanta by the Confederate invasion 
of Tennessee and northern Georgia. 


On the night following the battle of 


New Hope Church, says Lew Wallace, 
Colonel Harrison had his dead collect- 
ed for buriaL 
His wounded he had 


taken to a little farmhouse standing a 
short distance In the rear, and he sent 
for his surgeons. Unfortunately they 
had separated from the command in 
the darkness. 


Anxious, solicitous and sympathetic, 


in their absence the colonel turned sur- 
geon himself. Taking olf his coat and 
rolling his sleeves to his elbows, he set 
to stanching the wounds. He saya, 
speaking of the circumstance: 


"I don't know whether I did any 


service. I tried tc." 


He caused some tents to be torn up 


for bandages and worked industriously 
several hours before the surgeons ap- 
peared. When they came into the im- 
provised hospital, they found him cov- 
ered with the blood which he Bad striv- 
en to stop. 


In the dim, flickering light of candles 


stuck in the floor he looked like a 
butcher Instead of a Samaritan. 
The 


survivors of his treatment never for- 
got his tenderness and the sympathy 
he showed by look, voice and action. 


General Harrison was a lifelong mem- 


ber of the church and was never known 
to swear but once In his life. This 
was during the battle of Resaca, when 
his regiment held the post of danger. 
A soldier who fought under him tells 
the circumstances: 


"Our colonel was with us, too," says 


Moses McLain, who was wounded In 
that charge. 
"He came right up be- 


hind us when •c^e captured the four 
guns there—the only guns, I believe, 
that were taken in the Atlanta cam- 
paign. We had to withstand the mur- 
derous cross fire, and as the gunners 
discharged their pieces we fell to the 
ground and allowed the shot to pass 
o.ver us. 


"Then we rushed up, scaled the 


works ani took possession of the guns. 
The boys tell a story of the general 
which I guess is true. They say that 
when he went into the works Harriso'n 
was with us and that he grabbed a 
rebel gunner by the beard and yanked 
him out, exclaiming, 'Come out of here, 
you blank blank rebel!' and the blanks 
were rather sulphurous words, if 1 re- 
member rightly." 


Of his later life, his presidential cam 


palgns, his career as chief executive 
his second marriage and his brillian! 
re-entry to the practice of law, by 
means of which he made the bulk of 
his fortune after he bad passed the 
age of threescore—all this is more or

met Dim. The stripling lawyer, mar- 
ried, though barely out of bis teens, 
had hung out his shingle in Indianapo- 
lis and was ready for clients. General 
.Wallace says: 


"He was small In stature, of slender 


physique and what might be called a 
blond. 
His eyes were gray, tinged 


with blue, his hair light, reminding ona 
of what in ancient days along the Wa- 
bash was more- truly than poetically 
described as "a towhead.' 
He was 


plainly dressed and In that respect gave 
tokens of indifference to the canons of 
fashion. 
He was modest in manner, 


even diffident, but he had a pleasant 
•voice and look and did not lack for 
words to express himself. At first one 
wondered that a young man apparently 
so lacking in assertion should presume 
to intrust himself so far from home. 
The wonder was heightened when it 
became known that the fledgling was 
a grandson of President William Hen- 
ry Harrison. He grew, however, with 
more Intimate acquaintanceship, and 
by and by men, speaking of him in the 
vernacular, prophesied that he would 
develop into a 'swinge cat.' " 


When the boy Harrison had served 


!h!s time at the A B C of learning in 
the !og schoolhouse and had carried, 
his studies considerably deeper under 
his father's instruction, he spent two 
years at Farmers' college, near Cincin- 
nati, after which he entered Miami 
university as a junior. His life there, 
It seems, was much like that of the 
average college boy of that day and 
this, with possibly a single noteworthy 
exception—Harrison actually married 
the girl to whom as a student he bad 
pledged his 6m and only love. 


Mr. Harrison threw down bis law- 


books when be saw that his country 
aeeded hie icrvices in the dark hoars 
Of 18(52. This la the late general's own 
story of that incident: 


"I went one day to see Governor 


Morton with Mr. Wallace to seek an 
appointment as lieutenant for a young 
man in the northern part of the state. 
AftT getting through -nith tLis bu&i- 


become the silent, reserved, dignified 
man whom many people imagined to 
be cold acd unfeeling. 
Those who 


knew him best, however, knew that 
under his mask of reserve his bijr 
heart heat as warmly and as kindly a* 
ever, and the recent announcement of 
his passing away brought sincere 10 
gret to taore thousands than most pec 
pie would imagine.

Remarkable Railroad Order. 


The superintendent of the Dubuqus 


division of the Chicago Great West- 
ern Railroad company has Issued a 
sweeping order to its employees which 
has caused a sensation. IE effect It 
prohibits them from using intoxicating 
liquors In any form or at any time. It 
applies to trainmen^ station agents, 
foremen and others who bold responsi- 
ble positions.

Schools Held Morning Sessions, But 


Not Half the Pupils Responded. 


No Schools This Afternoon. 


rMany Streets Washed Out 


Spring, which arrived in the early 


hours of the morning today, according 
to the calendar, celebrated its advent 
with what the farmers called a real 
old fashioned "line storm." It rained, 
much of the time from last evening 
till about 11 this forenoon, and mcwe 
damage was done about the city and 
surrounding couatry than in any re- 
cent storm. 


Much of the city was flooded during 


the morning hours today, the sewers 
being unable to carry off the surface 
water. The absence of ice from the 
surface allowed the roads to be cut up 
badly, and many thoroughfares about 
the city -were washed out till they are 
now impassable. The rivers rose very 
rapidly till about noon, when they be- 
gan to go down. 


The 
greatest 
inconvenience was 


caused by the washing away of the 
temporary upper Beaver bridge. This 
went about 10 o'clock this 
forenoon, 


and teams were unable to pass that 
w-ay. The new permanent bridge was 
able to accommodate foot passengers, 
but was not quite ready for teams. 
Work on it was pushed as rapidly as 
possible at once., and. it was thought 
this noon that by evening it would be 
ready to clpen, although it is not com- 
pleted. 


The rainfall was riot quite so heavy 


as that of the big storm, last spring, 
but at that time there was ice on the 
ground, so that the water was carried 
off without cutting the roads. At 11.30 
this morning there 
had 
fallen 1.42 


inches of rain as measured at the notch 
reservoir. 
At Broad 
Brook 
at 
8 


o'clock the rainfall measured 1.24 in- 
ches. 


All the hill streets were w-ashed out 


to some extent, and in many places 
the entire street was rendered impas- 
sable. 
Union street from the five 


Roads to the Eclipse mill was the 
worst place in the city, the street 
being entirely 
g-ullied out. Veazie 


street and Houghton street were also 
rendered impassable. 


Walnut street and many other places 


were also damaged and the city will 
suffer heavy loss as a result of the 
storm. 


Another source of damage 'wag the 


flooding of cellars. This was a frequent 
occurrence about the city and house 
owners were a lively set of individuals. 
At many points where the streets are 
low they were impassable for any foot 
passengers and In many places pedes- 
trians were obliged to wade throusrh 
a foot or so of water. 


The Zjfonite meadows were flooded 


and for a long distance the street cat- 
tracks were under water. It looked -or 
a time as though the street cars would 
have to stop running over the Adams 
line, but the , storm ceased and the 
water began to subside just before this 
was necessarv. 


At Blackinton the streets were badlv 


washed and cellars flooded. 


On the street Hallway 


The street cars on all lines were de- 


layed by the washing of gravel across 
the tracks. The Wiliiamstown line was 
the worst sufferer in this respect, and 
cars had to run very slowly on "thsst 
line. The Adams line was delayed mtare 
by water, but this did not Drove so 
bad as was feared. On the Beaver lino 
cars had to stop making through trii« 
for a time on account of water.

The nb-school signal was not rung 


this morning, owing to the fact that it 
was to be sounded at 7.30, at which 
hour the indications of the flood were 
n'ot so marked. 


But parents showed good sense in 


ignoring this falure, and declined to 
send their children 'to school, so that 
there were not half the enrolled pupils 
were present, while in several of the 
schools all the pupils were dismissed 
at once. 
Those who stayed in the 


school buildings were soaked through, 
and the the entire morning was spent 
lining the children up about the fur- 
naces and pipes, and drying them off. 


The Johnson, Miner and Brayton 


schools1 were surrounded with such 
floods that it was impossible for the 
children to reach the buildings at* all.

Committee's Report. 


The report of the school committee 


vas completed yesterday afternoon by 
the printers. The cover of the report 
is new and pretty, having been design 
ed purposely for the report, and the 
book is neatly bound In very dark 
brown. The financial report of the 
committee sh'ows that of the total ap- 
propriation of $19,389.64 only $17,274.42 
Jias been expended, leaving- a balance 
of $2,115.22, which includes the $1900 
estimated 
for 
the 
support of the 


Blackinton sch'ools. The appropria- 
tion asked for for the coming year is 
$15,475, which will make- $17,375 with 
the unexpended Blackinton estimate. 
Twenty-two teachers, of whom five 
are men and 17 women, are employed 
at present. 


The committe does not ask for new 


buildings or additions at White Oaks 
m«d the station, but says that new 
buildings/ will be needed next year if 
the present conditions t&mtinue.

those not intending to take a college 
course. 


He believes that the school Is defi- 


cient in this respect, and has the fol- 
lowing to say in regard to it: "To 
persons who are intending to go to col- 
lege the high school is nearly an ideal 
preparatory school, but to those whose 
school days end In the graduating ex- 
ercises of-the high school it is, in my 
opinion, far from what a high school 
should be. A nigh, school with the 
equivalent of only four teachers can 
not give a thorough college prepara- 
tory Course and not be deficient in 
nearly all the courses except the lan- 
guages. I do not think that we ought 
to spend less time and money in pre- 
paring persons to enter college, but I 
do think that we ought to give a bet- 
ter and more comprehensive course of 
etudy to those not intending to take a 
college course. From the expedience 
that I have had with my classes in 
mathematics I am convinced that'HOth 
ing save music, is of so much value to 
a person as a good thorough training 
( 


in that old fashioned subject known as 
mental arithmetic. I sincerely hope 
that in the near future both music and 
mental arithmetic will receive the at- 
tention that their importance de- 
mands." 


Principal De Camp also makes a plea 


for athletics, believing that there is no 
one influence so potent towards good 
conduct and good scholarship as the 
influence that comes 
from, properly 


conducted football, baseball and track 
teams. 


The total enrollment of the school is 


929, a decrease of 84 pupils under one 
year ago. The average cost per pupil 
has been $24,64, which is $1.42 less than 
the average through the state. The 
retiring member of the board is the 
chairman, Professor Leverett Hears, 
and he js a candidate for re-election, 
with no opposition. The present term 
will end June 21 and the fall term will 
commence September 9.

There is uo grace 
and there can be no blessing in giving 
what cannot be withheld. It Is no gift, 
because only given at the stern sum- 
mons of death.- Peter Cooper, Pratt of 
Baltimore and Pratt of Brooklyn and 
others are the type of men to take for 
a model. They distributed their sur- 
plus during life, 


"I am a fich man. I have got enough. 


A man cannot carry his wealth with 
him when he leaves this world. I 
have one Intention. It is that at my 
death I'll not be worth a dollar. 
. "Man does not live by bread alone, 
and 5 or 10 cents a day more revenue 
scattered over thousands would do no 
good. Accumulated into a great fund 
and expended, as In Cooper Institute, it 
will last for generations. It furnishes 
a ladder upon which the aspiring poor 
may climb, and there Is no use whatev- 
er trying to help people who don't help 
themselves. When you stop boosting 
such a person, he falls to his Injury." 


Carnegie's generosity to the patrons 


of libraries in New York Is but one of 
many similar acts during the last five 
years.

the* plan of giving free libraries more 
than any other public institutions. 


"When I was a hardworking lad j 


down there in Alleghany," said be, 
"there was a Colonel Anderson who 
announced one day that he would be in 
his office every Saturday to lend boots 
from his private library to working 
boys and men. I was one of the boys 
who took advantage of his generous 
offer. 
He only had about 400 vol- 


umes in his library, but they were val- 
uable books, and I shall never forget 
the enjoyment and the instruction I 
gained from them when I was too poor 
to buy books myself. Is ft any wonder 
that I decided then and there that if 
ever I had any surplus wealth I would 
use it la lending books to others? 


"I believe," continued Mr. Carnegie, 


"that no man should hoard money in 
his lifetime and die rich. 
It is my 


faith that every man should be the ad- 
ministrator of his own estate and dis- 
pose of his wealth in a useful way be- 
fore he dies. I believe he ought to put 
bis surplus wealth out where it will 
make the world better." 


"I never was more surprised In my 


life than 1 was at the personal ap- 
pearance of Andrew Carnegie," writes 
Wilson Vance In the Washington Post, 
describing an interview with the mag- 
nate in his New York home. "I waa 
somewhat farmllnr with his history. 
I knew that he was born in Scotland, 
that he came to this country a poor 
boy, that he worked for 25 cents a 
day and afterward served for years 
with small compensation as telegraph 
operator and then railroad agent at a 
little station on the great Pennsylva- 
nia road and that after a long tarrying 
In the valley of small things he had 
at last grown to be a great msin, a 
power among iron manufacturers, a 
towering leader among business men, 
I shrewd politician, a public benefac- 
tor on a large scale and finally the 
tuthor of a book, 'Triumphant De- 
mocracy,' which thrilled the hearts 
and brightened the eyes of all true 
Americans, a book that made such an 
Impression on me that I forthwith set 
my boys to studying It In order to 
build up their patriotism. 


"I therefore expected to meet a great 


man physically, and white 1 waited 
In his library, for the introductions 
which I brought secured me marked 
jonsideratiou. I amused myself with 
imagining a big warm hearted Scotch- 
man, with a massive head, shrewd 
but kindly eyes and a generous en- 
thusiasm which could not help show- 
ing in his manner, actions, eyes and 
speech. 


"AH things come to an end some 


time or other, and after a long wait, 
during which I had ample time to 
glance at the well filled book shelves 
wblrb surrounded me and which 1 
found beld a fitting library, compris- 
ing chiefly those thoughtful works 
which a deep thinking, intense nature 
would find great pleasure la and cov- 
ering the wide range of topics from 
religion to radical ramifications, my 
hero came Into tha room. 


"I thought it v.a& h*> private secre-

Having sold out his iron and 
steel Interests to a huge combination in 
that industry, Be-Has occasion no.longer 
to u«e the two hundred or more millions 
In money he- possesses as capital for 
the business, and of course BO vast a 
Bum yields an income which is far be- 
yond his perse&al needs. His fortune 
has become to him father a burden 
than a blessing, for he has no oppor- 
tunity and no disposition to use it sim- 
ply as a means of power or a stepping 
Btone to it. Probably a Wmdredth part 
of it, ev«6P8'twa Hundredth part, would 
be 8inple'1for latiPfequireinents. 


It will be observed that Mr. Carnegie 


has not adopted any of the methods 
commonly suggested by philanthro- 
pists—by Mr. Hewitt, for instance. Ex- 
cept the $5,000,000 he has given for the 
benefit of the employees of his old iron 
and steel foundries and shops, Mr. Car- 
negie's gifts are for public libraries 
and schools. They are not to improve 
the tenements of the poor, tbeir phys- 
ical condition— that I«, they are for the 
intellectual improvement of people- 
rather tbaa for their material ameliora- 
tion, and as he has begun it seems like- 
ly that he will continue.

ACHECKON PUBLIC ROGUES 


Anr Clttaen May Proieeate an Offi- 


cial Raical. 


Judge Shumway of the superior court 


of Connecticut has just handed down a 
decision to bring suit against officers 
of a town f«r the recovery of funds al- 
leged to be owed by the officers to the 
town. The suits against Philip Finne- 
gan, tax collector of Greenwich, and 
his bendtman were brought in the 
name of A. A. Marks of Sound Beach. 
In a demurrer It was asserted that a 
citizen had no right to bring such an 
action, but that If a suit were brought 
it shtul* b« instituted by the town in 
Its corporate capacity. 


If this position were declared to be 


eonna, th* HtigatioB r«iulting from the 
recent Inveitigation ef town affairs !n 
Greenwich would come to a speedy 
end, for, ai things are in Greenwich, 
no town ineetisg would approve con- 
tinning it Attorney Samuel Fessendcn 
appeared f«r the defendant and argued 
for the demurrer, while Attorney Mor- 
ris W. Seymour defended the action in- 
stituted by Marks. 


There are six suits instituted against 


Finnegan and others, the allegations in 
each being practically the same. They 
are to the effect that, while the proper- 
ty in Greenwich was taxed for $73,- 
324.58, Finnegan only paid to the town 
in 1892, -when he was collector, the sum 
of $61,287.29, and the balance of $12,- 
000 was lost. It is alleged that the 
missing sum was collected in addition- 
al interest on taxes and in other simi- 
lar ways, but that the books were kept 
improperly, and no records were made 
of the money. 


The allegations in the demurrer were 


to the effect that the defendants are 
answerable o»ly to the town of Green- 
wich for the faithful performance of 
their duty, and that, therefore, when 
the selectmen are by the law the prop- 
erly appointed officer to sue if a duty' 
is negligently performed by a town 
officer that oftcer or his bondsman 
cannot be made liable to any individ- 
ual. In defense it was set up that 
the plaintiff is a taxpayer and property 
holder of the town and is therefore 
directly interested in seeing that the 
laws are properly obeyed a~d that the 
^town offlcers perform their duties 
'thoroughly. It w«s pointed out that if 
it were not ytssifele for a. private citi- 
zen to institote such a suit It would be 
an easy matter for a ring to obtain 
possession of such -oflces as the board • 
of selectmen and similar oflces, and 
by mismanagement, which they would 
refuse to step, could soon bankrupt 
the town.

Pres. C. W. Chase Returns 


and Makes Statement 


of Present Condition 


HISTORY OF THE COMPANY 


Mr. Chase Says Outside Investors Have 


Been Warned by Local Men Not 10 


Put Needed Capital Into 


the Business 


George W. cnase, president of the C. 


T. Sampson shoe manufacturing com- 
pany, returned from Boston last even- 
Ing- and was at the company's office to- 
day where he was seen and asked in re- 
gard to the affairs of the comnany and 
the closing out ot the business, which 
has been reported in the 
Transcript, 


Mr. Chase grave a somewhat detailed 
history of the business, and of the fi- 
nancial troubles which have led to the 
present condition. This story will ba 
found of great local interest, putting 
the present position of the company 
clearly and authoritatively. Nothing 
new has developed since the first no- 
tice that the factory would shut down. 
The orders now on hand will be run off 
and Mr. Chase said the shop would 
probably close about Mas; 1, 


The business as, is well known, is the 


oldest shoe manufacturing business in 
the city. Mr. Chase's connection with it 
began in 1865, when it was located on 
Eagle street near the bridge, at which 
time he entered the employment of the 
late C. T. Sampson, as clerk. The pro- 
duct of the factory at that time was 
from 20 to 30 cases a week. The build- 
ing where it is now located was erect- 
ed for the Love Tool company, which, 
however, never occupied it. It stood Idle 
till 1S69, when it was bouzht by Mr. 
Sampson who moved his business to 
that place. In 1878 the business was in- 
corporated with a capital of $50,000. un- 
der the laws of Massachusetts and un- 
der the name of the C. T. Sampson 
manufacturing company, 
the 
stock- 


holders being C. T. Sampson, George "W. ' 
Chase and J. M. Canedy. A few years 
later Mr. Sampson bought Mr. Can- 
edji's interest, which left Mr. Samnson 
and Mr. Chase alone in the comnan.v. 


In 1891 Mr. Chase tcoi the bn-sinass. 


Mr. Sampson retiring and leaving in 
the business $230.000, which Mr. Chase 
was to pay off by degrees as the nrofits 
of the factory would allow_ 


E. B. Hamblem went in as a partner 


with Mr. Chase in 1S91, but owing to 
failing health he sold his interest back 
to Mr. Chase a short time before his 
death in 1897. Mr. Chase has be«n pres 
ident of the concern since the retire- 
ment of Mr. Sampson, and Alexander 


with the trade they must pell their 
goods as manulocturers. Consequent- 
ly they are installing manufacturing 
plants in connection with v~ 
whole- 


sale stores, selecting only those shoes 
to manufacture which are profitable. 
This makes competition among east- 
ern manufacturers for the balance of 
the lines very fierce, and is rapidly 
driving the eastern manufacturer to 
selling his goods direct to the retailer. 


It is a. fact that throughout the coun- 


try the retailers are burins more and 
more directly from the manufacturers 
To cover this point Mr. Chase with 
other manufacturers organized a few 
years ago a system of stores for the 
distribution of thoir product to thp 
retail trade. As this requires a great 
amount of capital, to be done success- 
fully, the manufacturers one after an- 
other dropped out, entailing heavy loss 
and winding up the system of stores. 
A stock company has recently been or- 
ganized in the west with an immense 
capital, to do business in this, way, but 
is not yet in oaeration. 
Mr. Chase expects to run out the stock | 
and close the factory by May 1. This 
will throw- out of employment about 
250 to 300 nersons, which has been the 
number employed of late. When the 
factory was running in full, 600 hands 
were employed and the pay roll amount 
ed to nearly $1000 a <3is-. The output of 
the factory was then $100,000 a month. 


When asked regarding his plans for 


the future Mr. Chase said he could 
make no definite statement at present. 
Some flattering offers have been made 
to him by wholesale shoe dealers, to in- 
stall manufacturing plants in connec- 
tion with their business. He has *-svo 
or three of these offers under considera- 
tion and as scon as matters at the fac- 
tory in this city are wound up he ex- 
pects to be able to Derfect arrange- 
ments with one of these concerns which 
will take him and his family from the 
city where he has spent his active ca- 
reer.
